by Diſcharge, Caſs, Annu), and make 
void, the aforeſaid Power, heretofore 
Ay cxercifed by any Patron, of preſenting 
1... £1 ER Miniſters to gny Kirk now Vacant, or. 
that ſhall hereafter happen to Vaik within this Kingdom,with all exerciſe of 

the ſaid Power : Andalfo all Rights, Gifts and Infeftments, AAs, Statutes, 
and Cuſtomes, in ſo far as they may be extended, or underſtood; 'to efca- 
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bliſh the ſaid Right of Preſentation 3 but prejudice alwayes, of ſuch Mini= 
ters l. areduly entred by the forefaid Preſentations (while in uſe J their 


Rightto the Aanſe, Gletb, Benefice, Stipend, and other Profits, of their 
reſpe&ive Churches, as accords: And but prejudice tothe Patrons,of their 
right to umploy the vacant Stipends, on pious uſes, within the refpeCtive 
Paroches, except where the Patron is Popiſh, in which caſe he is toimploy 
the-ſame of1 pious uſes, by t e advice and appoinitment ofthe Presbytery 5 
and in caſe the Patron ſhall fail in applying the vacant 'Stipend for the uſes 
forefaid, that he ſhall loſe his right of Adminiſtration of the vacant Sti- 
pend, for that and the next vacancy, and the ſame ſhall be diſpoſed on by 
the Presbytry, to the uſes foreſaid g ary £11. alwayes the vacand Stt- 
pends , Within the boyndz ofthe —_l of Argile: And to the effeft, = 
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calling and entring Miniſters in all time coming, may be orderly and re- 
gularly performed;,-- Their Majeſtics, with Conſent of the Eſtates of Par= 
liament, Do Statute and Declare, That in caſe of the vacancy of any par- 
ticular Church, and for ſupplying the ſame with a Miniſter, the Heretors 
of the ſaid Paroch ( being Proteſtants) and the Elders, are to name and 
propoſe the perſon to the whole Congregation, to be either approven, or 
diſapproven by themz and if they diſapprove, that the diſapprovers give 


in their Reaſons , to the effe&t the affar may be cognoſced upon by the 
Presbytry of the bounds , at whoſe Judgment, and by whoſe determina- 
tion the Calling, and Entry of a particular Miniſter , 1s to be ordered 
and concluded : -” And it is hefeby EnaRed, That if application be not 
made by the Elderſhip,and Heretors of the Paroch,to the Presbytry, for 
the call and choiſe of a Miniſter , within the ſpace of fix Moneths, after 
the vacancy , that then the Presbytry may .proceed to provide the faid 
Paroch, and plant a Miniſter in the Church, targuam 'jure devoluto, Tt 
is always hereby Declared , That this AC ſhall be bur prejudice of the 
calling of. Miniſters, to Royal Bufrghs by the Magiltrats,, Town-Council, 
and Kirk-Seffion of the -Burgh , where there is no Landward Paroch, as 
they have been in uſe before the year 1660. And where there is a con- 
{iderable part of the Paroch in Landward,, that.the Call ſhall be by the 


Magiſtrats, Town-Councll, Kirk-Seſfion, ahtt*the Heretors of the Land- 


ward Paroch. And in heu and recompenſe of the ſaid Right of Preſenta- 
tion, hereby taken away 3 Their Majeſties with Advice and Conſent fore- 
ſaid , Statute and Ordain, the Heretors, and Liferenters of each Paroch, 
and the Town- Councils for the Burgh , to pay to the ſaid Patrons, be. 
twizt and eMartinmaſs next, the ſum of fix hundred merks, proportion- 
ally cffeiring to their valued Rents in the ſaid Paroch, viz. two parts by 


the Heretors, and a third part by the Liferenters , deducing always the | 


Patrons own part, «ffciring to his proportion as an Heretor, and that up. 
on the ſaid Patron his granting a ſufficient and formal Renunciation of 
the faid right of Preſentation, in favours of the ſaid Heretors , Town- 
Council for the Burgh , and Kirk-Sefhon, And it is hereby Declared, 
That as to the Paroches,to which Their Majeſties have Right to preſent, 
pon. payment of the ſaid ſix hundred merks to the Clerk of the Theſau- 
Ty, Their Majeſties ſhalt be fully denuded of Their Right of Preſencati. 
on, as to that Paroch; and as to other Patrons, if they. refuſe to accept 
the ſaid fix hundred merks, the ſame is to be configned in the hands of a 
reſponſable perſon in the paroch, upon the hazard of the Conſigners, not 
to begiven up to the Patron, until he grant the ſaid Renunciation g al- 
lowingin the mean time, the Heretors, and Kirk-Sefſon, to call the Mi- 
niſter , conform to this A& 3 And Ordains Letters of Horning to be di- 
re& at the Inftance of the Patron , againſt the Heretors and others? 
who ſhall not make payment of the faid ja hundred merks, after the ſaid 
term of eMartinwaſs next 3 and likewiſe at the Inſtance of the Heretors, 
and others willing to pay, againſt theſe who are unwilling: and in caſe 
the Patron be unwilling , to accept the ſaid ſum, or the Heretors and o- 
thers aforeſaid , unwilling to pay, Ordains Letters of Horning to be di- 
rec at the inſtance of Their Majeſties Sollicitor , _— either of them. 
And further, Their Majeſties with Advice and Conſent foreſaid, Statute, 
EnaQ, and Declare,That the Right of the Teinds, of the faids Paroches, 
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which are not Heretably Diſponed, thall by vertue of this preſent Ac, be- 
long tothe ſaid Patrons, with the burden always of the Miniſters Stipends, 
Tacks, and Prorogations, already granted of the ſaid Teinds, and of ſuch 
augmentations of Stipends, future Prorogations,and Ereftions of new Kirks, 
as ſhall be found juſt and expedient, providing the aids Patrons, getting 
right to the Teinds, by vertue of this preſent Act, and who had no right 
thereto of before, ſhall bez Likeas, They are hereby obliged to ſell to 
each Heretor the Teinds of his own Lands , at the rate of fix years pur- 
chaſe, as the ſame ſhall be valued by a Commiſſion, for Valuation of Teinds: 
And whereas there are certain Lands and Annualrents holden of the ſaid 
Benefices, and Beneficed perſons, from which the Patrons might have ſome 
benefit ariſing to them 3 It is hereby Ordained, That the Right of Supe- 
riority of the ſaids Lands and Annualrents, ſhall belong to Their Maje- 
ſties in all time coming, with all the whole Caſualities and Emoluments 
thereof, notwithſtanding of any former A& of Parliament in the contrair; 
Reſerving notwithſtanding to the Patrons, the Feu- farms, and Feu-mails 
of the ſaid Superiorities, ay and while they receive payment and fatisfa- 
@ion from Their Majeſties, of the price thereof,at the rate of 1000 merks 
for each Chalder of Victual over-head , and for each hundred merks of

difed Stipend , or where the Miniſters is, and has been in poſſeſſion there- 
of by the ſpace of ten years, or where he has the full Benefice, in which 
caſes they are to be irredeemable, Excepting likewiſe from this AF the
